INFANT  MORTALITY-. 


Of  the  16  deaths  under  1  year, 
Prematurity  accounts  for  5,  and  Pneumonia  for  4. 
This  mortality  Rate  shews  a  marked  improvement  on' 
MEASLES.  last  year. 


We  had  an  epidemic  this  year,  the  number  amount ins 
to  613.  '  & 

It  was  a  mild  type  of  measles,  and  only  one  death 
occurred  as  a  result  of  pneumonia  following  it. 


SCABIES. 


The  County  Medical  Officer  has  under  consideration 
a  scheme  for  treatment  of  this  condition  throughout  the 
County.  Our  local  arrangements  are  that  children  are 
treated  from  schools  or  clinics  and  adults  by  their  own 
doctor.  Bedding  and  clothing  is  sent  for  cleansing 
to  St.  Helens  Hospital,  Barnsley, 

Further  arrangements  in  Worsborough  are  held  up 
until  the  County  Medical  Officers  Scheme  is  ready. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION* 


This  protective  treatment  is  being  continued 
under  the  County  Scheme  whereby  private  practitioners 
give  the  treatment  free  to  the  patients,  as  well  as 
practitioners  in  charge  of  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and 
the  Medical  Officer  in  schools.  Talks  are  given  in 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  the  treatment  carried  out 
on  the  spot.  The  progress  of  this  treatment  is  more 
satisfactory  now,  but  ought  to  be  better  yet.  I 
am  satisfied  that  we  are  doing  as  much  as  we  can  to 
further  it. 


AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS . 


The  establishment  for  Worsborough  has  not  altered 
during  the  year,  and  we  are  well  up  to  standard  as  far 
as  the  First  Aid  and  Ambulance  Services  are  concerned.

Nature  of  Arrangements  in  the  District, 

(a)  General  Private  Association  known  as  the 
’’Cooper  and  Wbrsborbugh  District  Nursing 
Association”  (partly  endowed)  provides  two 
qualified  nurses  for  the  ’’Necessitous  Poor” 
for  treatment  in  their  own  homes,  for  the 
whole  district,, 

During. the  year  the  Nurses  made  4912  visits 
to  patients  homes  and  159  new  cases  were 
treated.  Of  these  visits  1442  were  for 
Public  Assistance  and  Old  Age  Pensioners, 
and  295  visits  were  paid  to  Notifiable 
Cases .

Closet  Accommodation, 

7  privy-middens  were  converted  into  water  closets 
during  the  year,  but  further  progress  in  this  direction 
has  been  retarded  owing  to  lack  of  materials  etc,  and 
at  present  this  work  is  practically  at  a  standstill.

At  the  end  of  1939  there  remained  22  cases  of 
statutory  overcrowding,  and  14  cases  requiring  increased 
bedroom  accommodation. 

13  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  and  6  cases  of 

overcrowding  on  bedroom  accommodation  were  abated'  during  the 
year. 


A  survey  of  the  borderline  cases  was  conducted  during 
the  year  and  this  revealed  a  further  3  cases  of  statutory 
overcrowding,  of  which  one  case  was  remedied,  and  18  cases 
of  overcrowding  on  bedroom  accommodation  of  which  5  cases 
were  remedied. 

This  leaves  at  the  end  of  1940,  a  total  of  11  cases 
of  statutory  overcrowding  and  21  cases  of  overcrowding  on 
bedroom  accommodation. 


THE  ERADICATION  OR  BED  BUGS . 

During  the  year  22  houses  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  vermin.  Of  these  8  were  Council  houses  and  the 
remainder  private  property. 

All  the  houses  were  stoved  with  Cimex  or  Sulphur 
Vapour  and  afterwards  sprayed  with  approved  insecticide.

There  is  no  Public  Abattoir  in  the  District,  and  up  to 
the  end  of  January,  the  slaughtering  was  done  in  10  Licensed 
Slaughterhouses.  The  slaughterhouse  at  Blacker  Hill  was 
closed  early  in  the  year,  the  Council  refusing  to  renew  the 
license  in  view  of  the  defective  structural  condition. 

As  a  result  of  the  meat  rationing  scheme,  the  Worsborough 
butchers  now  draw  their  meat  quota  from  the  Barnsley  Abattoir  where 
it  is  inspected  before  distribution  to  the  butchers. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  for  Worsborough  is  then  taken  to 
a  slaughterhouse  in  Worsborough  Dale  for  distribution  to 
the  local  butchers,  and  here  again  it  is  inspected  before 
di stribution.
